The Wilson Park Swimming Pool 
will open this summer with full ap- 
Proval of the Department of Public 
Health, George Sykes, president’ of 
the Granite City Park Board, pledg- 
ed during the regular meeting of the 
Granite City Optimist Club Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Despite problems with the 44-year: 
old pool, $30,000 in ‘‘temporary” 
repairs will bring the pool into com- 
pliance with state standards. ‘We 
met Tuesday (March 13) with of- 
ficials of the Illinois Department of 
Health and they assured us they will 
unconditionally renew our license 
May 1. Structurally, the pool is 
sound and safe, It is just old and 
leaks. We lost several thousand 
dollars in-water last year. 

“HOWEVER, I’m convinced the 
Wilson Park Pool will open this sum- 
mer and be used all summer,” Sykes 
told the Optimists. 4 

Sykes said the park commis- 


sioners have voted to calk the |bot- 
tom joints of the pool for about $9,000 
and replace the coping (top lédge 
around the pool) for about $15|000. 
Another $10,000 is expected t¢ be 
spent to keep the outdated filtering 
system operating. The repairs |will 
consume almost all of the $32,00@ an- 
ticipated income at the pool this 
summer, the park president seid 

He said the board will actively 
seek citizen input at public meetings 
soon on what to do about the long- 
term future of the pool. Options\are 
major pool repairs, costing about 
$150,000; a new pool, costing about 
$700,000; con.inuing temporary 
repairs at about $30,000 a year} or 
closing the pool entirely and loging 
the approximately $32,000 a yearjthe 
pool brings in. 

A BOND ISSUE for a new swirhm- 
ing pool is probably out of the‘ques- 
tion, Sykes said. “People are under- 
standably concerned about eir 

es. The anti-bond issue attitude of 
six years ago is still prevalent. I 


don’t personally think a bond issue 
would pass in Granite City. I think 
the people would tell us to close the 
pool rather than pass a bond issue,” 
Sykes added. 

“We -have done some soul sear- 
ching,” he told the group. He said 
the board does not intend to come to 
the public with a proposal and seek 
support. Instead, the board will 
come to the public with an open 
mind and listen to the feelings of the 
citizens on the issue. ‘‘We’ll ask, 
‘What do you want us to do?’ ”’ 

He said the pool is not the only pro- 
blem the park district faces. The 
Harold Brown Recreation Center 
needs a new $40,000 roof, the roof on 
the ice rink is 15 years old and is 
leaking, which will require repairs 
in excess of $50,000, new walks are 
needed in the gardens which will 
cost about $20,000. 

The park district has an annual 
budget of only $800,000 to $900,000. 
After fixed expenses for personnel, 
insurance, vehicle maintenance,

Agree on 
lead pile 
controls

Taracorp Inc., a lead smelter and 
fabricating plant at 16th Street and 
Cleveland Blvd., will soon be re- 
quired to hose down trucks leaving 
its gates, plant vegetation on its 
grounds and spray its 200,000-ton 
waste pile to control lead air pollu- 
tion in the Quad-City area. 

The requirements are part of five 
separate consent decrees signed Fri- 
day by Madison County Associate 
Judge Edward C. Ferguson. Besides 
Taracorp, the agreements involve 
the owners of St. Louis Lead 
Recyclers, a lead-recycling 
business, and the Tri-City Truck

gasoline and other continuing costs, 
only $50,000 to $60,000 optimistically 
remains for major repairs and im- 
provements, Sykes said. To continue 
to use $30,000 of that each year for 
pool repairs only detracts from the 
district’s other facilities and pro- 
grams, he noted. 

THE deteriorating park facilities, 
along with a decline in the corporate 
replacement tax of nearly $100,000 a 
year from the level three years ago, 
forced the board to increase its tax 
assessment to the legal maximum 
on the taxes collected last summer. 
‘The increase brought tax receipts up 
from $350,000 the year before to 
$430,000 last summer. 

That has given the board a chance 
to increase its reserves from about 
$140,000 going into the last fiscal 
year to approximately $160,000 at 
the end of the year, a figure Sykes 
feels is important “to remain in a 
positive cash-flow situation.’’ A ma- 
jor problem at any of the three ma- 
jor or eight smaller parks in the 
district could wipe that out. 

Although the park pool is using up 
a great deal of the parks’ flexible 
cash, it is not serving the largest 
number of people of all park pro- 
grams. The softball program has 
2,000 participants, baseball 600, 
gymnastics draws 200 to 300 people 
and the Slimettes class has about 150 
enrolled. 

“WE’RE GOING to explore in all 
directions. We spent about $110,000 
in major repairs to the pool in the 
last 10 years. We don’t have that 
kind of money,” he said. 

Sykes concluded that he feels the 
swimming pool ‘‘is a valuable asset 
to our park system and our com- 
munity. We just want to know how 
the people feel about our options.””

Vadalabene offers 
tips for taxpayers 


_‘‘April 15, the deadline for submit- 

ting tax forms less than a month 
away,” State Sen. Sam Vadalabene 
(D-Edwardsville), reminds tax- 
payers while offering them tips on 
preparing their returns. 

“Several new pieces of tax legisla- 
tion were passed in the last session 
of the General Assembly of which Il- 
linois idents should be jaware 
when preparing their taxes,’’ 
Vadalabene said. | 

The Edwardsville senator also 
commented on changes which have 
been made to current tax legislation, 
“The General Homestead Exemp- 
tion Act has been increased from 
$3,000 |to $3,500. This bill is ap- 
Plicable on 1983 tax bills, which are 
payable this year,’ Vadalabene 
said. 

“Two million property owners in 
Illinois will be affected by this 
legislation,” Vadalabene said. |‘‘The 
average taxpayer will. save $30 in 
property tax or $206 for the full 
$3,500 exemption,” the senator con- 
tinued. 

“Senior citizens benefit from this 
legislation two-fold. The General 
Assembly also incresed the Senior 
Citizen Homestead Exemption from 
$1,500 to $2,000 per household. Senior 
citizens are eligible for both exemp- 
tions, so in reality, their Homestead 
Exemption is $5,500,” he added, 

Vadalabene said the senior 
Homestead Exemption applies to 
those people 65 or older who live ina 
single family home, condominium or 
cooperative apartments and| have 
property tax liability. 

Last year, the exemption provided 
more than $50 million in property 
tax relief, The’$500 increase adds an 
adtiitional $16 million in relief. 

“The average household will be 
provided with an added $40,in pro- 
perty tax relief, or $160 for the full 
$2,000 exemption,”’ the senator said. 

‘‘We also increased the 
Homestead Improvement Exemp- 
tion in the spring session,’’ 
Vadalabene continued. 

“The improvement exemption is 
now) $30,000, up from $25,000. The 
average Illinois home will see a $98 
savings or, if claiming the entire ex- 
emption, will see a $549 savings,” he 
said, 

“This exemption was intended to 
provide an incentive to homeowners 
who make needed improvements to 
their property so they won’t suffer 
the penalty of an immediate in- 
crease in the assessed valuation of 

| their home,” Vadalabene explained.

Implement Plan (SIP) for Lead be- 
ing mandated by the U.S. EPA. The 
Quad-City area has been the only 
region in the state in violation of the 
federal lead pollution standards. 
The plan is intended to prevent -; 
possible pollution caused by dust in: 
the air. 

THE SIP regulations were outlin- 
ed in a public hearing Sept. 15 in 
Granite City. At the time, the IEPA 
was criticized for not demanding 
more drastic clean-up measures at 
the Taracorp waste pile site. The at- 
torney general's office agrees the 
plan does not address possible water 
pollution from waste pile runoff or 
the lead concentrations in soils here 
that may have originated from the 
lead pile. The soil pollution 
discoveries resulted in two rounds of 
blood tests for selected Quad-City 
area residents. 

“Negotiations to remedy these 
problems are continuting with 
Taracorp, Inc., and NL Industries, a 
previous owner of the lead smelter,” 
according to a statement issued Fri- 
day by the attorney general’s office. 

Under the consent decree, the lead 
and slag pile must be sprayed by a 
petroleum or asphalt material 
capable of controlling 75 percent of 
the dust emissions from the pile. The 
only vehicles that will be allowed to 
travel on the pile would be ones in- 
volved in the removal of the pile. 

BY OCT. 1, the company will be 
required to fence all of its grounds 
not presently fenced to reduce wind 
erosion and prevent public access. 
The agreement suggests Taracorp 
gain the cooperation of neighboring 
land owners to extend the fence 
around the boundaries of its lead 
pile, since it extends on to adjunc- 
tant properities. The fence could 
possibily be erected on top of the 
waste pile, if those neighbors fail to 
cooperate. 

Other dust-reduction controls in- 
clude: the drawing of painted lines 
to define traffic routes within the 
plant grounds; >the application of 
ashpalt or dust suppressant on all 
roadways and parking lots; the 
weekly vacuum sweeping of areas 
where dust accumulates; the 
seeding of other unpaved areas and 
washing of wheels on any vehicle us- 
ed for material handling, prior to its 
depature from Taracorp, 

Another important aspect of the 
consent decree is the installation of 
emissions control equipment by 
Taracorp, if it decides to reopen its 
lead smelter processing section. The 
company shut down its lead smelter 
operations early last year and does 
not plant to start up its blast furnace 
again until it becomes ‘‘economical- 
ly justified” with an improvement in 
the lead market. As a_ result, 
employment has decreased from a 
peak of 340 jobs to about 140 at the 
company. 4 

The company has been concen- 
trating on the fabrication of shot, 
sheet lead and various lead pro- 
ducts, while buying lead from other 
sources. |

Dozens of Swedish business 
leaders gathered in Stockholm late 
last week to hear Illinois officials 
discuss the attributes of establishing 
an operation in this state.

The Illinois Department of Conser- 
vation began accepting applications 
this month to reserve campsites at 
17 state parks located throughout II- 
linois, according Charles Tamm- 
inga, DOC associate director for the 
Bureau of Lands and Historic Sites. 
Sites include Pere Marquette State 
Park near Grafton. 4 

‘Campers will be charged a $3 fee 
in excess of the regular camping 
fees to reserve a campsite. The fee is 
to cover administrative costs of the 
program. Campsites can be reserv- 
ed for a maximum of 14 continuous 
days between May 1 and Oct. 31. 

“People have requested a camp- 
site reservation system for many 
years,’’Tamminga explained. 
“Neighboring states, such as 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan, 
have had reservation systems for 
several years with considerable suc- 
cess and few complaints. We're con- 
fident that Illinois’ program will be 
equally well received by the public.” 

‘Tamminga said the opportunity to 
reserve campsites should be par- 
ticularly welcomed by Chicago area 
campers, who complained in the 
past of driving for hours to reach a 
state park only to find all the camp- 
sites taken. 

“These people deserve a break,”’ 
he said. “‘They need to be assured 
their spot will be available when 
they arrive at a park, even if it’s 10 
p.m.”’. 

In the past-years (and this yéar at 
sites other than the 17 selected sites) 
campsites were available on a first- 
come, first-served basis. 

“This pilot program will test the 
feasibility and practicality of a 
statewide system of campground 
reservations,’’ Tamminga said. 
“DOC will wait to see what the 
public response is before whether to 
extend the program, but I anticipate 
it getting larger and being expanded 
to other state parks.” 

The state parks at which camp- 
sites may reserved for this summer 
are: Argyle Lake, McDonough 
County; Chain O'Lakes, Lake and 
McHenry counties; Ferne Clyffe, 
Johnson County; Illinois Beach, 
Lake County; Kankakee County; 


Kickapoo, Vermilion County; Lake 
Le-Aqua-Na, Stevenson County; Lin- 
coln’s New Salem, Menard County; - 
Lincoin Trail Homestead, Macon 
County; Mississippi Palisades, 
Adams and Brown counties; Pere 
Marquette, Jersey County; Ramsey 
Lake, Fayette County; Siloam White

Creek, Shelby County.

State will keep watch on 


growth in security offerings 


The value of security offerings 
registered by the Illinois Securities 
Department during 1983 increased 
85 percent to more than $88 billion, 
Secretary of State Jim Edgar said 
last week. 

“During the year, 3,120 offerings 
were registered, an increase of 45 
percent from 1982," Edgar said. 

“The 1983 growth represents an in- 
crease in opportunities for Illinois 
investors and reflects the general 
upward movement Of the securities 
market last year. 

“Tlinois will remain an attractive 
investment market in years to 
come,” Edgar forecasts, “due to 
major revisions to the state’s 
securities law which were passed by 
the. legislature and signed into. law 
last year.” 

He said the first major update of 
the securities law in 30-years eases 
regulations on new. securities offer- 
ings by removing ‘unnecessary 
rules and red tape’’ on those wishing 
to sell securities in Hllinois. The con- 
troversial law goes into effect July 1, 
1984. 

‘A review of securities offerings 
registered during 1983.indicates that 
oil and gas investments continued to 
be popular. 

“Last year, the value of oil and 
gas securities registered increased 
105 percent to $21.5 billion,” Edgar 
said. ‘‘However, these investments 
also represent one area in which in- 
vestors should take particular care 
to avoid unscrupulous or fraudulent 
deals.”” 


His office is providing consumer, 
protection inormation on oil and gas 
frauds as well as other fraudulent 
securities schemes through 
“Investor Alerts’. issued by the 
Securities Department in coopera- 


tion with the Illinois Better Business ~ 


Bureau. 

Most stocks, bonds and other 
securities offered in Illinois must be 
registered with the department, 
which also registers ‘securities 
dealers, advisers and salespersons. 

Edgar’s office registered 944 
securities dealers, up 13 percent 
from 1982. The office also registered 
375 investment advisers, an increase 
of 22 percent, and 32,697 salesper- 
sons, up 32 percent. 

The department is also responsi- 
ble for investigating reports of il- 
legal activity or violations of the II- 
linois Securiies Act. 

“Under the revised law, the 
Securities Department will spend 
less time on regulatory functions 
that duplicate those at the federal 
level, and will devote more time and 
resources to investigating cases of 
securities fraud,” ‘Edgar said in 
seeking to reassure residents.

Warrior basketball: Is it on the upswing? 


SPORT EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the first of a two-part series 
on how high school basketball is changing — entering perhaps-a dif- 
ferent era — in the Quad-City area. This story, focusing on Granite 
City High School, deals with a redeveloping program — one with an 
aspiring present and perhaps an even brighter future. i

With the 1983-84 basketball season 
over, Granite City coach Don Deter- 
ding soon will be straddling his trac- 
tor and planting corn and alfalfa this 
spring. He'll eventually harvest the 
two crops to feed the hogs and black 
Angus cattle on his 17-acre farm east 
of Troy. 

“J lose money on it, so I just con- 
sider it a hobby,” says Deterding 
with a chuckle. ‘‘But it’s very relax- 
ing.” ; 

Next year, the coach will be obser- 
ving the growth of another crop — 
his 1984-85 basketball players. 

“To me, basketball teams are 
made during the off-season,” says 
Deterding, relaxing in the kitchen of 
his modest one-story home. ‘During 
the season, we spend a great deal of 
time.on team fundamentals — team 
movement, team defense, team of- 
fense. Most of the individual im- 


But I don’t do that. I’m going to 
make them work hard enough dur- 
ing the regular season coaching 
them the rest of the year. They are 
going to have to recognize for 
themselves that they all need to im- 
prove in the off season.”” 

DETERDING § recalls an incident 
before the last game of the! season 
that pointed out the need for a 
change in attitude. i 

“We were talking about Bethalto 
and they said, ‘Coach, what Kind of a 
record do they have?’

LOoKIna at Granite City’s lowly 
10-16 record this season, fans might 
be quick to agree that the Warriors 
need much improvement. But with 
four returning starters, along with 
several tall juniors and sophomores, 
Deterding is nothing but optimistic 
about his basketball future. Even 
the school’s freshman team has 
picked. up the winning spirit, 
finishing at 20-1 this season. i 

“The most important thing a 
basketball player can.do in the off- 
season is to get the ball all by 
himself in the back yard or the gym 
and concentrate on developing 
himself,” says Deterding, who has 
been coaching at Granite City since 
1967. ‘‘He’s just got to work on his 
weaknesses. If he’s had trouble 
shooting to-his left, he’s got to shoot 
100 times to his left. It takes a great 
deal of self-discipline,”” 

THE COACH expects improvement 

from all of his players.“Guard Jeff 
Gray, the junior who led the team 
with an 18-point average, will be 
back with his sophomore brother Joe 
Gray. Scott Cant, the 6-foot-5 center 
who averaged 10 points, and forward 
Kurt Hylla also will be two starters 
returing for another season. 
. Competing for varsity roles will be 
6-foot-8 junior Don Stevanus and 6- 
foot-4 junior Jerry Paul. 
Sophomores Dan Haug and Chris 
Viezer, who stand at 6-foot-§ and 6- 
foot-4 respectively, also hope to see 
varsity action. Freshman guard Tim 
Hogan, who scored 33 points in the 
last freshman game, may even have 
ashot at playing. 

“4T WILL be interesting to see who 
plays for us next year,” says Deter- 
ding. ‘‘It’s up.to the individual kid as 
to how much they want to work in 
the off-season on the things they 
need to improve upon, Some of these 
freshman who are going to” be 
sophomores could push. If they work 
hard and my kids that are on the 
varsity decide not to work hard, 
there’s going to be some new faces 
on the squad.”” 

“But I know these kids that I had 
this year really want to be better 
basketball players.. To many of 
them, it is their first love.”’ 

The 1952 Collinsville High 
graduate expects the majority of his 
players will be lifting weights this 
summer, something he considers 
equally as important as playing 
basketball individually. i 

“We're very very weak. For ex- 
ample, the defenders were bumping 
Jeff Gray. As he was going up, they 
were hitting him. It was throwing 
him eff balance enough to where he 
wouldn’t be making the shot. With 
weights and getting stronger, he'll 
be able to withstand that bump and 
make the shots.”” 

BEGAUSE of Illinois High School 
Athletic Association rules, Deter- 
ding cannot begin coaching until 
Nov. 1. However, he says he can do 
such tasks as opening the gym and 
helping players with agility drills. 

“If any sport is guilty of abuse of 
the rules, it’s basketball more than 
any other,” he says. “Some people 
abuse the rules by coaching the en- 

° tire year. As long as the team isn’t 
100 percent of his own team, he can 
legally coach them. 

“For example, if I had 10 of my 
.kids and just one from Madison, I 
could coach that team this summer.

SPRINGFIELD — Almost half 
of Mliniois’ registered voters will 
cast ballots in the March 20 pri- 
mary election, up from a 39.8 per- 
cent average for the last six presi- 
dential primaries, according to 
the state Board of Elections. 

The board, which bases its pro- 
jections on historical voting pat- 
terns and trends, predicts a 42 per- 
cent to 45 percent turnout. 

Several key factors are cited to 
explain the increase: 

— A slight| increase in actual 
voter registration figures, greater 
absentee voter activity, and the 
number of contested major races. 

— the Democratic presidential 
primary and related delegate con- 
tests and the battle between Re- 
publicans and Démocrats for-the 
US. Senate. 

“We expect numbers more in 
the 1980 primary election range, 
when 44 percent of the qualified 
electurs went to the polls,” said 
Ron Michaelson, board executive 
director. 

The lowest presidential primary 
turnout in recent years was 29 
percent in 1968. 

The board, which makes state- 
wide voter projections in even- 
year elections for both primary 
and general elections, has consist- 
ently come within two to three 
percentage points of their pro- 
jected figure! 

Board Chairman Michael J. 
Hamblet challenged voters to dis- 
credit their projections by turning 
out in larger numbers than ever 
before. “That is the kind of criti- 
cism we could gladly accept,” he 
said.

In-house arrests could replace impris

Madison County judicial and law 
enforcement officials unveiled anew 
statewide probation program Thurs- 
day, which will put! non-violent of- 
fenders under ‘‘strict house arrest,’" 
rather than sending) them to prison 
at the cost of taxpayers. 

Judiciary committde chairman 
Bill Haine told members of the coun- 
ty’s personnel and finance commit- 
tees that the ‘‘revalutionary’’ pro- 
gram will be operatdd solely by state 
funding and will ad@ 13 new jobs to 
the county. 


THE JUDICIARY committee 
recently approved’ the program, 
which received personnel and 
finance committee approval ‘Thurs- 
day. The program must be now be 
approved by: the| county board 
Wednesday morning. 

Haine said several circuit judges 
are in favor of the program, which 
would be under the supervision of 
county Director of| Court Services 
Thurl Jones and the circuit court 
system. The county sheriff's depart- 
ment would admihister the pro- 
gram. | 

Persons convictei of non-violent 
Class 3 and 4 feloni¢s could be eligi- 
ble for the program beginning May 1 
if the county board Votes to approve 
the program Wedne$day. 

HAINE SAID that rather than sen- 
ding those offenders to prison, a pro- 
bationary officer |would monitor 





each offender’s actions several 
times each day for the duration of 
the probationary period. 2 

In order to perform that duty effi- 
ciently, the sheriff's department will 
increase in size by 13 persons, who 
would be probation officers, super- 
visors and clerical workers, The 
state will give the county a 15-month 
stipend of $379,242 to hire those new 
employees, as well as provide a 
raise for several current proba- 
tionary officers in the county 

The new employees will] give the 
county a much-needed improvement 
in the ratio of offenders to officers in 
the county, Haine said. 

“THESE personnel will have a 
post-high school education and be 
people of ability and guts to bird-dog 
the criminal element in the county;”’ 
Haine said. 

Jones told reporters that offenders 
given the probation program will be 
subject to most of the rules they 
would have to follow if they were in 
prison. 

Jones said during the first three 
months of the probationary period, 
offenders will be subject to a 7.p.m. 
curfew. If the offender has shown 
good behavior during that period, 
the curfew will be’ extended to 10 
p.m. 

JONES SAID probation, officers 
will be given additional police 
powers to ensure that offenders 
abide by the terms of the. probation

plan for taking over all probationary 
programs. Matoesian said that 
master plan may take until 1994 
before it is completed. 

County officials said the county 
may pass a resolution to discontinue 
the program if it does not like the 
plan in the future. 

The state reportedly hopes to have 
30, new probation programs 
operating by this summer. 


Conalco gets 
training grant 


The Illinois Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs has 
signed a contract with a Madison 
plant to provide $68,000 in financial 
assistance to retrain 68 of its 
employees.

Jesse Jackson’s White House cam- 
paign, could aid Burris in gaining an 
upset victory. 

Undecided voters could affect the 
Senate outcome and also the 
Democratic presidential 
sweepstakes, where Hart could 
surge ahead in the ‘beauty contest” 
balloting at the same time Mondale 
was leading in delegate victories. 

WITH 116 Democratic convention 
delegate posts to be decided Tues- 
day, both front-runners have been in 
Illinois, Mondale spending much of 
his time in Cook County. He already 
has campaigned locally. 

Particularly valuable to the Hart 
campaign have been survey results 
indicating he might be able to defeat 
Pres. Reagan but that Mondale 
could lose to Reagan. 

Adding to the ‘‘bandwagon”’ 
psychology is the decision of many 
delegate candidates to switch to Sen. 
Hart from Sen. John Glenn, even 
though their names will remain link- 
ed to Glenn on the ballot.

being sent to federal authorities in 
Chicago for review. 

The EOC board of directors voted 
to declare bankruptcy with the agen-" 
cy, but cannot do that until records 
can be assembled showing what pro- 
perties can be disposed of by the 
bankruptcy court to help pay EOC’s 
numerous debts. Former employees 
and vendors will have to wait until 
after bankruptcy proceedings are 
completed. before they will receive 
any of the money: owed them, 
DeLand said. ‘ 

DeLand criticized the board of 
directors of the EOC for letting the 
agency’s ‘strong-willed director,” 
Ruben Williams, convince them that 
he was in control of everything and 
that -state officials and the 
newspapers investigating the agen- 
cy were just “picking on him,’” 

HE ALSO criticized ‘‘local politi- 
cians” he would not name who tried 
to put pressure on the state to ease 
up on the EOC investigation. After 
the state found nearly $1 million in 
undocumented or improper expen- 
ditures by the agency, “those people 
have faded into the woodwork,” 
DeLand said.

Lifeline reassures ill, aged

Lifeline is one of the most aptly 
named as well as one of the most im- 
portant community outreach ser- 
vices ever established here, the 
Granite City Rotary Club is convinc- 
ed. | 

The club is one of several financial 
sponsors of the service, which allows 
many to live independently who 
otherwise might have to reside with 
relatives or at nursing homes. 

The bulk of the cost is underwrit- 
ten by St. Elizabeth Medical Center, 
whose social work director, Ralpha 
Hausmann, addressed the Rotarians 
last week. Helpirig keep the project 
as inexpensive as possible are 
volunteers like Joe Lucido, who 
displayed Lifeline devices at the 
club meeting. 

“Living alone can /be difficult 
when you are older, ill or handicap- 
ped. You want ‘to remain on your 
own but need the security of knowing 
someone will respond |if you need 
help,’’ the club was told! 

“Lifeline is an |emergency 
response system’ providing 24-hour 
access to medical and social si 
vices, At the touch of a button, a par- 
ticipant can summon help if he or 
she falls or becomes ill 

“A small wireless pushbutton is 
worn in a pocket or on a belt. Press- 
ing the button sends a signal through 
a communicator attathed to the 
telephone. The communicator seizes 
the line and automatically dials 
SEMC. 

“This system works even if there 
is a power failure or if the phone is 
off the hook. A timer signals for help 
if the person is unconscious or 
unable to press the emergency but- 
ton. ' 

“Trained personnel man SEMC’s 
Lifeline response center around the 
clock to ‘receive all calls for 
assistance. They phon¢ to find out 
what the problem is; if there is no 
answer, a responder i$ dispatched, 


immediately. | 


“It may be a designated neighbor, 
a relative or a city agéncy, such as 
the police. As soon as the responder 
arrives at the home, contact is made 
with the response center. The'center 
closely monitors the situation and 
sends an ambulance if emergency 
medical treatment is needed.” 

Stressing security and reliability, 
Lifeline has been studied by the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare and approved by the 
U.S. Veterans Administration. The 
solid-state digital system has been 
proven in more than 10 million hours 
of use. 

The service for disabled and older 
persons who. live alone is made 
available on a rental basis at $8.50 a 
month. Rotarians pay for two per- 
sons’ yearly rental. 

‘The current network provides $500 
worth of communication equipment 
at each of 65 residences and apart- 
ments. The number. of available 
devices is expanded from time to 
time. 

Among those aiding Lifeline are 
such .groups as the Disabled 
American Veterans, charches and 
Granite City’s emergency medical 
technicians. 

Backing up. the Lifeline service is 


a big and busy medical center that 


includes: an around-the-clock 
security staff; emergency care with 
a full range of equipment and 24- 
hour physician coverage; a new car- 
di scular unit with sophisticated 
heart. monitoring facilities; and 
other specialists to provide early 
diagnosis and varied surgical or 
nonsurgical help 

The speaker also cited other St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center outpatient 
and outreach services, including: 

—Mobile Meals. A balanced meal 
is taken once a day to people who 
cannot cook for themselves. Only 37 
of the 164 who receive these meals 
can afford to pay the $2 charge. The 
DAV donated both delivery vans and

Q: I've heard heated 
debate concerning the 
economic forecast for 1984, 
and am curious about what 
generally accepted experts 
are saying. 

A. One of the widely quoted 
sources of economic 
forecasting is the Blue Chip 
Economic Indicators which 
gathers.a consensus of leading 
forecasters (45, in all). Blue 
Chip is very optimistic, giving 
1984 a highest rating. This, ac- 
cording to the index, indicates 
the nation’s total output of 
goods and services will in- 
crease in excess of three per- 
cent. The Index of Consumer 
Sentiment also holds an op- 
timistic outlook. The Index, 
which is compiled by the In- 
stitute for Social Research at 
the University of Michigan, 
reached its highest level in the 
third quarter of 1983 since its 
all-time high in 1972. The In- 
dex reached 91.6 (in contrast 
to the all-time high of 94.4). 
According to experts who in- 
terpret this index, the third 
quarter figure of 91.6 indicates 
consumer spending 
throughout 1984 should be 
brisk. These two indicators,

U.S. Senator Alan J. Dixon has in- 
troduced legislation aimed at con- 
trolling the purchase of farmland by 
employees of the Department of 
Agriculture who are in a position to 
approve or deny loan requests from 
other individuals to purchase the 
land. 

The bill came in response to 
Decatur Herald & Review accounts 
describing instances in which land 
has been purchased by Illinois staff 
members of the Farmrs Home Ad- 
ministration after they had denied 
farmers’ applictions for loans to pur- 
chase the same land. 

Dixon has also called for an in- 
vestigation of those specific cases by 
the Office of the Inspector General 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

“Even the appearance of conflict 
of interest on the part of a public of- 
ficial erodes confidence in a public 
agency,” Dixon said. “‘We must 
make certain that the American 
farmer does not lose confidence in 
the public agencies that were 
established to serve the critical pro- 
blems in American agriculture.” 

The. bill says tht “no officer or 
emplayee of the secretary (of 
agriculture) who acts upon or 
reviews an application ... for a loan 
to purchase land may acquire,

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Long interval between elections 


Debating is a fine way of defining and dramatiz- 
ing candidates’ viewpoints, as the debate in Chicago 
showed last night. But many citizens still are unsure’ 
who to vote for in Illinois tomorrow. 

Why is there indecision about a Democratic 
nominee for president of the United States in 1984? 
One newspaper has recommended ‘‘none of the 
above.’ We do not agree that nobody is worthy of 
support, but we think the timing of the primary is a 
problem. i 

Admittedly, a lot of water has flowed under the 
McKinley Bridge since) the campaign began. So 
many candidates already have conceded that the 
only contenders left are former Vice President 

Walter Mondale, Senator Gary Hart and, a long- 
shot, the Rev. Jesse Jackson. There may be eight 
names on Tuesday’s ballot, but the race. is now 
three-way or two-way. 

Nevertheless, to paraphrase ‘‘September Song,” 
it’s a long, long while from March 20 to Nov. 6. 

The 7'2-month interval leaves state, county and 
local candidates too much time to fine-tune their 
platforms and pronouncements; their campaign 

» momentum unavoidably is going to sag. 

For national candidates, it is only several months 
until the conventions. But so much is going to hap- 
pen between now and ‘then that our mid-March 


beliefs and hopes may become outdated. 

All of last night's debaters sought to show their 
support of civil rights. Hart handed Mondale a copy 
of Hart’s book, ‘‘A New Democracy,”’ when Mon- 
dale again asked, ‘‘Where’s the beef (meaty govern- 
mental improvement proposals by Hart)?’? Mon- 
dale inaccurately said the book contained no rights 
references, and Hart proved that it did. (Several 
days ago, Hart apologized for inaccurately saying 
Mondale ‘had been talking about Hart’s name 
change from Hartpence and age change from 46 to 
47). 

Jackson and Hart linked Mondale to the Chicago 
political machine. Hart said Mondale was too slow 
to oppose the Vietnam War. Mondale said Hart op- 
posed a big loan to Chrysler Corp., which later re- 
bounded to financial health. AFL-CIO support of 
Mondale was noted, and it was disclosed that an 
anti-union spy had infiltrated the Mondale cam- 
paign staff to gather data about Illinois labor's in- 
volvement. 

All of which may—or may not—guide Quad- 
Cityans when they cast their votes tomorrow. 

Fortunately, the electorate, though sometimes 
fooled, has a knack (in most cases, and over the 
long term) for finding and electing the best can- 
didates. #

- it is getting rather confusing. 

Weber continues his own game of “indict the 
Democrats, but never get them to trial’’ as he 
pledges indictments that will “rock this county” 
from the grand jury he is conducting. 

Perhaps the smoke will clear before the 
November election, but it is.unfortunate the voters 
cannot see the issues clearly before the March 20 
primary election, Voters need to be fully educated 
‘on the facts before they can make intelligent deci- 
sions on who should run the governmental offices.

Tuition plan provides 
training for workers 


The United Auto Workers and 
General Motors Corporation jointly 
have developed a tuition plan that 
will provide financial assistance for 
education, training or retraining op- 
portunities for General Motors 
employees who have been laid off.

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turing at all, he is careful to point 
out. “We gather around in a circle, 
and each child reads a paragraph of 
a story designed to convey a fun- 
damental philosophical idea,” he ex- 
plains. 

“Then we question each other as 
to what point each paragraph is 
making, gradually working up to an 
understanding of the complete 
lesson. It’s important that 
everybody realize that Philosophy 
for Children is not a frill program for 
gifted students — teachers in the 
program work with regular classes 
and students on every level.’’ 

Hamrick recalled a case in which 
he brought his sixth grade students 
from Signal Hill Elementary School 
into his university classroom to 
show how they were able to handle 
the same material he was teaching 
at a higher level. He said the reac- 
tions of his SIUE students ranged 
from amazement to not a little con- 
sternation. i 

THE YOUNGER students are 
definitely ready for the study of 
philosophy, Hamrick claims. “When 
you write ‘Philosophy’ on the board 
for a ten o’clock teaching period, the 
reaction is strongly positive.” 
Noting that this is hardly a new idea, 
Hamrick cited Plato’s dialogue 
“Gorgias,” in which Gor; 
the great’ master Socrates 
nuing to pursue philosophy, even 
though in the estimation of Gorgias 
it is more properly an activity for 
children. 


Hamrick pointed to evidence that 
the value of the study is not purely 
conjectural. Research by the Educa- 
tional Testing Service in Princeton, 
N.J. shows that students who study 
philosophy improve their test|scores 
in math, social studies, reading and 
writing. Only in spelling, he said, 
was there no noticeble improve- 
ment.

Abuse of 
sick-day 
benefits

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. 
James R. Thompson has or- 
dered state agency heads to 
set up programs to curb the 
sus| abuse of sick-day 
benefits by state workers. 

State employees, on the 
average, use all of the 12 
sick days they are granted 
each year under the person- 
nel code, according to Louis 
Giordano, director of the 
state Department of Person- 
nel. 

Workers nationwide use 
an average of eight days per 
year. 3 

Thompson, acting on the 
recommendations of a 1978 
task force on government 
cost control, has asked the 
Department of Personnel to 
establish reporting require- 
ments for sick days. The sys- 
tem would be designed to 
give agency managers a 
chance to identify employ- 
ees who abuse sick-day priv- 
ileges. 

“There is no specific defi- 
nition of sick-day abuse,” 
Giordano said. “But we want 
to be,able to find people who 
take a sick day every other 
Monday, or people who take 
a sick day as soon as one is 
credited to them. 


“Accumulation of sick 
time is a pattern. We give 
sick days with the thought 
that employees will accumu- 
late them for use when they 
are ill. But we have employ- 
ees who use all their sick 
days and then must take 
time off, at their cost, when 
they get sick.” 

Giordano said Thompson 


wants to lower the average > 


state employee's use of sick 
days to the national average, 
but has set no deadline to 
meet that goal. 

The state estimates that 
the four-day average differ- 
ence may be costing Ilinois 
as much as $13 million a 
year in lost productivity. 

The anti-absentee pro- 
gram won't ire state 
workers to justify each sick 
day they use, but examina- 
tion of an employee’s record 
will be triggered by a failure 
to accumulate sick time.

Hopes to win

SPRINGFIELD — Alex Seith 
likes to tell the story about how 
his mother ended up in his cam- 
paign commercials. 

Seith’s campaign manager 
Thom Serafin suggested getting 
some of Mrs. Seith’s thoughts on 
tape during a break in taping an- 
other commercial, and started 
suggesting to Mrs. Seith what she 
could talk about. 

“Nobody tells me what to talk 
about,” Seith quotes his mother as 
saying. 

‘The two commercials featuring 

Seith’s mom have won more fa- 
vorable ‘comment than any others 
the Democratic candidate for the 
U.S. Senate nomination has run 
this year. 
» They show her reminding her 
Son’ to remember his working- 
class roots in Aurora once he gets 
to Washington. 

Seith says he remembers those 
roots well, as removed as they 
may be from his current status as 
a Harvard-educated lawyer for a 
Chicago law firm. 

He says that’s why he alone 
among the four major candidates 
for the nomination is pushing the 
concept of tax indexing. 

His “Take Home Pay Protec- 
tor” plan, part of his 1978 cam- 
paign platform, ‘called for index- 
ing federal income tax brackets to 
assure that inflation-driven salary 
increases would not push taxpay- 
ers into higher tax brackets. 

That concept became part. of 
federal tax law in 1981, but it is 
not to take effect until 1985. In the 
meantime, some Democrats are 
taking aim at indexing as a way of 
raising revenues needed to cut 
down the federal budget deficit. 

“The bulk of the Reagan tax 
cuts went to the rich and to corpo- 
rations,” Seith has said on the 
campaign trail. “The only real 
break working people got was the 
Take Home Pay Protector. As a 
result, the only way your percent- 
age of federal income taxes could 
go up would be if Congress leg- 
islated a tax increase or if your 
income went up faster than infla- 
tion.” 

While he has made tax indexing 
the centerpiece of his campaign in 


the weeks before the March 20 pri- 
mary, Seith has stressed other is- 
sues as well. 

Less able to count on traditional 
political organizations than the 
other three candidates in the race 
— Roland Burris, Philip Rock and 
Paul Simon — Seith has devoted a 
considerable portion of his total 
campaign budget to television and 
radio advertisements. 

And he has personally spent 
more than $827,000'on his cam- 
paign, 85 percent of his primary 
spending so far. 

Another reason Seith has been 
forced to concentrate on media 
advertising is the broken. ankle he 
suffered jogging more than a 
month before the election. Con- 
fined to a wheelchair, Seith said 
the injury cost him more than a 
week of campaign time. 

“It has hindered my mobility, 
and it takes me a lot of extra time 
to get around,” Seith said. “I have 
had to substitute group meetings 
for standing on street corners. And 
T’ve become even more conscious 
of handicapped accessibility prob- 
lems.” 

But Seith bristles when he hears 
his campaign described as a 
media campaign. 

“It’s an. issues campaign, not a 
media campaign. The other three 
candidates all announced they 
would have big budgets and spend 
more on media than we are going 
to spend. That’s according to their 
own statements. 

“The mere fact of being on tele- 
vision doesn’t mean anything. You 
have to have something to say. 
Our ads have simply been more 
effective, because we've had 
something to say about pollution,

“and we're trying to prove a 30- 
second spot can say something 
positive. We're not just doing a 
hit-and-run. We have backed up 
our statements in the commer- 
cials. I refuse to say something on 
the air unless I can back it up with 
research. What's behind our ads is 
some solid thinking.” 

Seith said the issue develop- 
ment of his campaign is based on 
a conceptual framework of seek- 
ing a marketplace that is socially 
and economically responsible. 

“We have been working in con- 
tradictory directions. Congress 


passed tax policies to encourage 
. business investment with the idea 
of creating jobs, but business has 
used those tax breaks for paper 
transactions. We create a 14 per- 
cent tax credit for creating jobs 
here, but there are loopholes that 
allow 100 percent credits’ for cre- 
ating jobs in other countries.” 

Seith points out that he pro- 
posed many of the ideas he’s push- 
ing this year — tax indexing, a - 
pollution fee structure, state “rev- * 
enue-keeping” of a portion of fed- 
eral tax dollars for local use — in 
his 1978 campaign. 

“These ideas stand the test of 
time, and nobody can say I am 
taking these views, especially on 
indexing, simply because my op- 
ponents are taking the opposite 
view. You can look at the record 
of what I had to say in 1978 and 
compare it to the record of the 
past six years.” 

Seith, 49, now a Hinsdale resi- 
dent, has tried twice before to win 
a seat’in the U.S. Senate. In 1978, 
Seith began the race as an un- 
known, but threatened Percy's 
tenure with a strong campaign 
that fell short. Two years later, 
Seith unsuccessfully tried to win 
the nomination in a primary con- 
test against Alan Dixon. 

While Seith aspires to the man- 
tle of being the “issues candidate” 
in the race, both Rock and Simon 
are trying to appeal to voters as 
candidates with legislative experi- 
ence who won't need “on-the-job 
training.” 7 

Seith, however, says he can 
blend ideas and process to become 
an effective lawmaker. 

“{ do understand the process, 
but the essence of the process is 
working smoothly with people and 
knowing enough about~ where 
they’re coming from to be able to 
address their concerns. 


“I had to deal with situations 
like that when I worked for the 
Democratic National Committee.” 

Seith served on the party com- 
mittee that set up the delegate se- 
lection process in’ use now and 
later on a panel that helped devel- 
op a party platform on foreign af- 
fairs. In both instances, he says, he 
had to use the same kind of skills 
that would be required of an effec- 
tive senator. 

But, he adds, “If you don’t have - 
thought-out positions of substance, 
all the process skills in the world 
won’t help you accomplish any- 
thing. You have to be willing to~ 
compromise. But if you have a 
concept of the direction you want 
to go, you'll know whether a com- 
promise is still moving in the right 
direction.”

Jackson has pledged to stay in the 
Democratic race, regardless of the 
outcome of the upcoming primaries. 
The Illinois primary will represent 
the one-third mark of primaries and 
caucuses for the three presidential 
candidates in gathering delegates.
